Skyward—Heroic Fire Fighters Suffer Many In- 
juries in Desperate Efforts to Rescue 
Frantic Victims 


Trapped in their apirtment at the front of the Stanley 
block, 9662 Jasper east, when flames gutted the interior of 
the brick veneer structure late Wednesday afternoon, send- 
ing dense clouds of acrid smoke billowing through the 
building, a man, his wife, and their 18-months-old girl baby 
were suffocated or burned to death, while a score of other 
occupants of the building had narrow escapes, and Fireman 
C. Browning of No. 1 Fire Hall was rushed to the Royal 
Alexandra hospital suffering from face burns and the effects 
of smoke, thé result of a daring rescue effort when he at- 
tempted to bring the overcome family to safety. Only the 
gallant efforts of fellow firemen saved Browning after he 
had collapsed in the smoke filled room immediately after 
handing his comrades the body of the man he had stumbled 
across on the floor.
